REFERENCE: Your Memorandum for Chairman, Security 
Committee. Same Subject dtd 11 July 1978. 


Your consideration in bringing to my attention the 
proposal of the Director, Defense Investigative Service to 
discontinue certain local Agency checks portion of Special 
Background Investigations and your recommendations on this 
issue are appreciated. 


Under circumstance described, I consider local Agency 
checks to be a minor investigative requirement. Section 15 
of DCID 1/14 provides that "when all other information 
developed on an individual is favorable, a minor investiga- 
tive requirement which has not been met should not preclude 
favorable adjudications . . . The ultimate determination of 
whether the granting of access is clearly consistent with 
the interests of national security shall be an overall common 
sense determination based on all available information.” 


Accordingly, I believe that the DIS proposal meets with 
the requirements of DCID 1/14 in spirit in view of the 
special arrangements made by the Army with local law enforce- 
ment authorities and no waiver of DCID 1/14 is required.

MEMORANDUM FOR DIRECTOR, SECURITY PLANS AND PROGRAMS, ODASD(A) 


SUBJECT: Conducting Local Agency Checks on Basic Trainees 


The DIS has been conducting surveys regarding the productivity of 
local agency checks (LACs) in areas where Subjects of investigations 
were stationed for basic training only. In many instances, to satisfy 
the LAC requirement, more than one local law enforcement agency must 
be checked because of concurrent jurisdictions or proximity of geo~ 
graphic boundaries. 


To cite one example, two local agencies that service the Fort Leonard 
Wood (FLW), MO area must be checked. FLW provides training support 
for routine enlistees and US Army Security Agency (USASA) enlistees. 
The local USASA unit has made agreements with the local law enforce~ 
ment offices that include notification of the USASA of any serious 
off-base violations committed by their enlistees. All enlistees 

are governed by strict leave policies. At the most the enlistee is 
allowed two weekends off-post, but few take advantage of authorized 
leaves because of the lack of recreational facilities and the re- 
strictions against enlistees having automobiles. Overnight passes 
are permitted on an even more restricted basis. 


During the six month survey period, all LACs conducted on basic trainees 
were negative. Since the implementation of DCID 1/14 in May 1976, the 
only positive information reported by either of the two agencies was 

one non-moving traffic violation. The agent time spent is estimated 

as two mandays per week in addition to the typing, reproduction, and 
materials required to direct and report the LAC results. 


In view of the above, we are discontinuing the conduct of LACs for 
basic trainees in the FLW, MO area unless you direct otherwise. 
Studies are continuing in areas of other basic training centers, and 
if similar non-productive findings are reached, we propose to dis- 
continue LACs in those areas also.

POLICY 


Attached is a memorandum from the Director, Defense Investigative Service 
(DIS) advising that DIS, unless notified to the contrary, proposes to 
discontinue the conduct of Local Agency Checks (LACs)} portion of Special 
Background Investigations covering the period of time that individuals 
were assigned to Fort Leonard Wood, Missouri, as basic trainees. Studies 
conducted by DIS have shown that the checks are nonproductive and result 
in unnecessary expenditure of agent and administrative time. 


This matter is being brought to your attention because the basis for the 
LAC requirement is established in paragraph 11.c. of DCID 1/14 which 
requires that there be: 


"A check of appropriate police records covering atl areas where 
the individual has resided in the U.S. throughout the most recent 
fifteen (15) years or since eighteen, whichever is the shorter 
period." 


Although a senior intelligence officer of the Department, it would appear 
to me I have no authority to grant any exception, however trivial, to 
the requirement established by DCID 1/14. 


I would recommend that the Security Committee approve the request made by 
DIS. The brief period of time basic trainees spend at Fort Leonard Wood 

(7 to 8 weeks), the fact that the Army Security Agency has an agreement 
with local law enforcement offices for the reporting of sericus off-base 
violations, and the fact that in the last two years, the only offense un- 
covered was a non-moving traffic violation, all Support this recommendation. 


If the Committee approves this recommendation, we will so advise DIS. We 


will also advise DIS that prior to discontinuing LACs at other basic 
training centers, Security Committee approval is required.
